Otherwise, and 
most of us come under the “' otherwise ”’ 
heading. an unfitted basket will do quite as 
well, provided it may be kept definitely 
for the purpose. A list of necessaries 


should be stuck or stitched under the hd, 
so that the cry: “‘ I wonder have we every- 
thing?” should never be heard.

After the picnic they can be replaced 
when washed, and thus do away with 
much of the bother of packing. Picnic 
cloths should be coloured and large enough 
to let everyone have their uncrowded share. 


AN IMPORTANT ITEM 


The stove is, perhaps, the most impor- 
tant item of the whole outfit. Money ex- 
pended on a reliable stove is well spent. 
A large tin biscuit box, with one side cut 
right away, makes an ideal stove-holder. 
By turning the open.side away from the 
breeze all the heat goes directly to the 
kettle, which boils much sooner in the 
box than it would if the flame .were 
spurting hither and tither. 

Most stoves carry with them a certain 
amount of danger. Instead of keeping 
children away from the stove, they should 
be taught how to use it intelligently, and 
even more carefully how to extinguish it. 
It is usually through ignorance that acci- 
dents occur. 

When a picnic is travelling by car, it 
is wise to fill the kettles with water at 
home. Wayside streams cannot always be 
relied upon. Against that, however, lake 
water makes delicious tea. 


PICNIC FOOD 
Picnic food should be plentiful and 


sustaining, but never messy. As far as 
possible all eatables should be prepared 
at home in advance. The happy-go-lucky 
spirit can be banished by the sight of even 
one member, red of face, endeavouring 
to slice bread or carve meat from a quite 
impossible angle for a large and hungry 
party. Tin boxes and grease-proof paper 
are ideal food carriers.

island, Far a was exiled at first in 1814 
to an island kingdom, Elba, and it was from 
a small island, the Island of Aix, that he gave 
himself up, after the disaster of Waterloo, 
to the English, also an island nation, to end 
his days on the island of St. Helena. 

The Island of Aix, situated just over a 
couple of miles from the shore off La Rochelle, 
between the Islands of Ré and Oleron, 
reached in twenty minutes by motor launch, 
contains one of the finest Napvleonic collec- 
tions, housed in the very dwelling where the 
Emperor spent his last five days on French 
soil. This easily accessible island, reached 
in a few hours from Paris, has two fine 
beaches, and is a delightful spot for a holiday. 
Baron Gourgaud, grandson of one of those 
who followed Napoleon from this spot to 
share his captivity, has made it his life's 
work to get together all the souvenirs he can 
find .and to restore to this famous house its 
aspect of 

‘The house and the village are as they were 
at the period. Here is the esplanade, the 
Place @ Austerlitz, where the Emperor, who 
had ridden proudly before the ranks of his 
victorious armies, passed his last modest re- 
view of a few soldiers of the garrison when 
he landed. Two rows of small houses are 
before us, their whitewashed fronts throwing 
back the sun, topped with quaint tiled roofs 
burnt to a pinkish tint. One house is higher 
than the others and is marked by a portico 
with two columns. It was here that 
Napoleon passed the last five tragic days, of 
indecision. | 

In vain his brother Joseph, who had come 


from Paris; begged him to fly, to follow hin | 


to Bordeaux, and there embark for the New 
World. A Danish captain, among others, 
aranteed that he could secure his escape. 
he United States or Mexico did not tempt 
him, and he hated the thought of hiding on 
a foreign ship like a fleeing bankrupt, per- 


haps to be dragged ignominously from behind 
a bate of Erin io the hold, ‘There was the 
er of negotiating terms of surrender, .

In this remarkable museum at Aix we find 
ourselves in the very room where Napoleon 
sat ‘and meditated. Here is the table on 
which he wrote the famous leiter to the 
Regent, throwing himself upon the mercy of 
his victors. There is also the bed where he 
must have spent many sleepless hours of 
anxiety. 


NAPOLEONIC RELICS 


Other rooms in the house are given over 
to one of the completest exhibitions of 
Napoleonic souvenirs. Depicted in every way 
imaginable—in oil paintings, engravings, 
prints, coloured broadsides, in pen and pencil, 
worked in coloured silks—here is the whole 
history of his career, from youth at the 
military academy of Brienne to the last 
loneliness of St. Helena. The Emperor is not 
only portrayed in pictures; for there is a 
complete collection of clocks, on which he 
stands holding a flag on high, snatching a 
few moments of sleep before a bivouac fire, 
mounting guard in place of the sleeping 
sentry, ing over maps, or leaping into the 
saddle, Nor alone in bronze is the hero shown 
to us, but in carved wood, marble, even in 
clay pipes, and all sorts of unexpected house- 
hold furnishings, and we find ourselves in the 
midst of a sudden realisation of the extremity 
of hero-worship. 

By Government decree, nothing ‘abont the 
house or the village may be changed. anc 
thus the very surroundings upon which 
Napoleon looked will remain as he found 
them, 

Souvenirs of Napoleon abound in great 
numbers in France. Some have strange 
stories attached to them. One that is true is 
connected with the monuntent to Napoleon at 
Tijon. It represents the resurrection of the 
Emperor, who is shown awakening, throwing 
aside his coverings and rising from his couch. 
Not far from this monument is buried the 
soldier of his army who paid for this monu- 
ment to he erected. When in his turn he 
came to die he directed that his coffin should 
be set upright in the earth, that his hand 
should he hound to his forehead, and that he 
should be facing the monument, so that even 
in death he might salute the Emperor.

NOTHING TO DO WITH IT 

Mr. W. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said 
that Deputy O’Neill should remember that 
his own leader had welcomed the pact. In 
the existing circumstances here, and the exist- 
ing world circumstances, a good case could 
be made for a barter arrangement to exchange 
cattle for coal. They were being asked to 
give Great Britain a virtual monopoly for 
coal, and were getting in return inferior coal 
and dearer coal, and being asked to pay a 
duty of 5s. a ton on importation.

LORD CHIEF JUSTICE’S 
_... TRIBUTE 


R. JUSTICE AVORY, the well-known 
fh judge, was found lying dead on the 
floor of his bedroom at the Dormy House 
Golf Club, at Rye, Sussex, yesterday 
morning. The discovery was made by a 
manservant who went to call him. Apart 
from a slight chill, he seemed fairly well 
in health during his stay at the club, and 
on the previous day had watched play on 
the links. It is believed that his death 
was due to pernicious anemia. 

Mr. Justice Avory was for many years 
the Senior Judge of the King’s Bench 
Division, to whith he was appointed in 
1910. . During his many years on the 
Bench he had probably tried more sensa- 
tional cases than any other judge among 
his contemporaries. 

The son of a lawyer who was clerk to 
the Central Criminal Court for a long 
time, Horace Avory was born on August 
31, 1851, and was called to the Bar at the 
Inner Temple at the age of twenty-three, 
after a brilliant scholastic career at King’s 
College and Corpus Christi, Cambridge, 
where he was captain of the College Boat 
Club, 3 i 

He was not long in securing a reputation 
in criminal law at the Old Bailey, and in 
1889 he was appointed a junior counsel to 
the Treasury, there becoming senior 
counsel ten years later. 


FAMOUS CASES 


It was a surprise when, in 1901, he took 
silk, but almost at once he became a leader 
at the Common Law Bar. His appoint- 
ment to the Bench at the age of fifty-nine 
was regarded as a reward for good service 
for the Crown in the prosecution of many 
important cases. 

Mr. Justice Avory was one of the three 
judges who tried Sir Roger Casement 
during the war. 

Among the more notable cases which he 
heard were the trials of Patrick Mahon, 
the Kastbourne murderer; Vaquier, the 
Frenchman, who was hanged for the Byfleet 
crime; the Crowborough murderer, and 
Browne and Kennedy, the two men who 
murdered Police Constable Gutteridge. 


A NOTABLE ERIENDSHIP 


The death of Mr. Justice Avory ends a 
friendship which was unique on the Bench 
of England at the present day—a friend- 
ship between the eighty-three-years-old 
judge end the Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 
band: Lord Hewart. 

The Lord Chief Justice was grief- 
stricken by the sudden passing. His only 
consolation was that he saw his friend 
just before he died. | ' 

Interviewed at, the clubhouse at Rye, 
where he had motored with Lady Hewart 
en receiving the news at Littlestone, 
where he was staying, Lord Hewart said 
that the death of Mr. Justice Avory was 
a sad and irreparable loss to the English 
Bench. 

“It is quite true that for some time 
past’ he has been fragile, sometimes 
tremulous and tottering in his gait. ‘But 
his mind has always been a mind of super- 
lative vigour and clearness, and up to the 
last he has delivered exemplary judgment 
in court in perfectly lucid and concise 
English, never pausing for a word. 

“ Physically he seemed to me to be in- 
creasingly better from the beginning ol 
the year, and during last term he resumed 
something of his old firmness of step and 
colour returned to his cheeks.’’

LAST MEETING 

Lord Hewart said that, on the previous 
day he went with his wife to Rye to, see 
Mr. Avory. 

“He had just returned from the goli 
club and saw us. But he was manifestly 
ill; he was noticably pale and was 
trembling with what looked like ague. 1 
immediately got him to bed with a couple 
of hot water bottles. He refused to see 
either doctor. or. nurse... 

“I cannot bear to think what the Law 
Courts, and especially the Court of 
Criminal Appeal and Crown Paper, will 
do without him. His place can never be 
filled. He will have no successor. 

‘‘Some of his friends, especially. in 
recent years, have from time to time sug- 
gested that he might properly retire and 
rest; but he was unalterably resolved not 
to give in.” 

Mr. Justice Avory was a familiar figure 
at Rve Golf Club, of which he had been 
president since 1914. He had not played 
for. nearly two years, but he took a very 
keen interest in the game.

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Mr. McGILLIGAN said that if his cal- 
culation was misleadirg it showed that the 
Minister's figures of thos» apie in the 
industry were misleading. His calculation 
could only be wrong if. tae numbers employed 
on a particular date were very different from 
those employed on another date in the same 
year, From that it followed that the figures 
supplied by the Minister were not statistics 
of those employed in the industry, but of all 
who got work in it during the year, including 
those who got occasional work. 

Mr. W. NORTON (Labour) said that, 
while there were some good employers in 
the woollen industry, there were some who 
were a disgrace to any industry. He knew 
a factory that paid wages that would be 
a credit to Africa, and who obtained boys 
from industrial schools, and gave preference 
to young boys and girls who could be trusted 
not to protest against the scandalously low 
rates paid. He suggested that the Minister 
should call a conference of the mill-owners, 
and insist that an effort be made to reach 
a national agreement with the trade unions. 


MINISTER'S POWERS 


Mr. LEMASS said that Mr. Norton knew 
quite well that he (Mr. Lemass) had no 
responsibility or power in regard to wages 
paid in any industry, ag m those which were 
scheduled under the Trades Board Act. If 
the trade unions were unable to negotiate 
he was prepared to establish 
wage-fixing machinery, but both parties coula 
not d5 it. Either the trade unions or the 
Government alone must take the respon- 
sibility. It was true that the Minister could 
insist on certain rates of wages being paid 
as the prize of keeping the industry alive 
by maintaining the protective tariff, but that 
would be a last resort. ‘They had to resort 
to that only last week, when three employers 
in a particu'ar industry were told that, unless 
they paid better rates, their protection would 
he cut off. ‘They finally agreed to pay the 
British Board of Trade rates. He was not 
prepared to take that course in the case of an 
old-established industry like this, with a 
great deal of capital invested in it, because 
the trade unions were unable to protect 
wage conditions in it. He would do so only 
of other methods failing. 
Generally speaking, the conditions of employ- 
ment im the industry here were better than 
those prevailing in England and other 
countries.

QUESTION OF PRICES 


Mr. LEMASS said that the Dunlop Com- 
pany had been informed that it woula be 
the policy of the Government to refuse a 
licence to any other external company to 
manulacture here any class of goods which 
were being produced by that firm in their 
factory in Cork so long as they were being 
produced in sufficient quantities, satisfactory 
quality, and reasonable prices. As to reason- 
able prices, the arrangement made fluctuated, 
Lecause of the cost of material and labour 
here. The price here would exceed the price 
charged in Great Britain by not more than a 
fixed percentage, but that would vary as the 
charges varied. They had, for instance, here 
an Excise duty on motor tyres produced here. 

To establish the industry they had to -get 
a company like Dunlops, and to have such 
a firm was the best guarantee that they 
wonld have the full advantage of technical 
developments. 

The resolution was agreed to, as also was 
the resolution dealing with the quota on 
uuner tubes and tyres for bicycles.

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China and Japan 


As we write, the shadow of war over- 
hangs the Far East. A fortnight ago 
Japan submitted certain demands to the 
Chinese Government, accompanying them 
with a threat that refusal to comply 
i would necessitate a further advance by 
, Japanese troops into China proper. The 

Chinese authorities bowed to the inevitable 
‘and accepted Tokyo’s terms. It was 
apparent to all observers, however, that 
the Japanese had no wish to see their 
grievances, real or fictitious, remedied, 
and desired only an excuse for further 
inroads. Accordingly, they have spent the 
intervening time in the fabrication of 
fresh grievances, which were presented to 
Nanking, with a corresponding set of 
fresh demands and an ultimatum, two 
days ago. On this occasion, however, they 
left nothing to chance. The requests 
which they have made are so exacting 
that Nanking either must refuse them and 
accept the issue of war, or must abandon 
all pretence to be mistress of her own 
destinies. If she should accept them, she 


present Government officials in Northern 
China, and to replace them by men whose 
friendship with Japan is indisputable. 
Moreover, she would be compelled to 
remove her Governor and trocps from the 
great Province of Chahar, in Inner 
Mongolia, which thereupon would be 
cecupied by Japanese soldiers and officials, 
and would become a subsidiary of Japan’s 
puppet-State of Manchukuo. The Chinese 
Minister of War refused to accede to these 
demands, but his Government has not yet 
reached a binding decision. What Japan 
intends to do now is not stated definitely, 
but there can be little doubt in the mind 
of anybody who has studied the recent 
history of the Far East. 

The whole of Northern China is now 
in a condition either of panic or of war- 
like preparations. Civilians are pouring 
from Peking and Tientsin towards the 


j south, ahd Japanése forces are being con- 


centrated in the neighbourhood of these 
cities. According to the majority of 
reports, the Nanking Government is 
mobilising all its available troops for 
resistance; but there is little likelihood 
that the resistance will be either prolonged 
or effeative. Japan possesses not only 
one of the finest fighting machines in the 
world, but a will for dominion against 
which the half-hearted defences of the com- 
paratively undisciplined Chinese armies 
are bound to be useless. It seems, indeed, 
that Chahar—and, for that matter, 
Northern China—must suffer the fate of 
Manchuria and Jehol. Step by step the 
Japanese are consolidating their hold 
upon the former Chinese Empire. What. 
ever lip-service the European Powers may 
pay to the ideals of international law, 
Japan pays none: she wants China, and 
is prepared to take it without apology 
to anybody. The result will be the same 
whether Nanking accepts or rejects her 
new proposals. If they are accepted Japan 
will become, to all intents and purposes, 
mistress of Northern Mongolia, which will 
be filled with her functionaries, garrisoned 
by her soldiers, and ‘‘ exploited’’ by her 
workers. If the terms are refused, she 
simply will occupy the territory by “force, 
and will behave in precisely the same 
fashton. Within three years of its occupa- 
tion Manchuria has been transformed from 
a Chinese province; nominally, a Manchu 
Emperor sits on its throne, but, in fact, 
Chinese influence there is exactly nothing. 
In another three years—unless still larger 
issues are involved—Northern China will 
have followed Manchuria, and some tens 
of millions of Chinese will have changed 
their allegiance. 

The whole business is a sorry com- 
mentary not only on Japanese aggressive- 
ness and Chinese weakness, but on the 
supineness of the Great Powers. More 
than three years ago the League of 
Nations condemned Japan’s occupation of 
Manchuria—and did nothing further, The 
result has been that Japan cares not a 
rap for the League of Nations or for the 
world’s sentiment, and, while Europe 
continues to talk of disarmament, the 
Japanese continue to break all the rules 
of international conduct that have been 
established, however insecurely, since the 
War; At least two Powers—Russia and 
the United States—are deeply mistrustful 
of Japan, aud feareher encroachments 
upon continental Asia; but thus far they 
have abstained from active opposition to 
her arrogant programme. How Japan 
would treat a protest from either. nation 
it is impossible to tell; but, in all 
probability, she would adopt the same 
tactics that she has adopted towards the 
League—she would snap her fingers at 
them, on the chance that their. ie

A Forty-Hour Week 
After more than a week's debate on the 


ence at Geneva accepted a resolution put 
forward by the workers’ group that a 
general convention should be adopted, 
based on the principle of a forty-hour week. 
As the resolution was not carried by the 
necessary two-thirds majority it does not 
ensure that a convention will be adopted, 
but the idea certainly has been carried a 
stage further by its advocates. Naturally, 
the employers have not been inclined to 
see eye to eye with the workers’ representa. 
tives on this question of a reduction of 
hours in industry; for the whole scheme 
turns on the point whether shorter hours 
are an economic possibility if the wage 
level is to remain at its present height. 
On the one side it is argued that the new 
system would be a logical development of 
the general shortening of working hours 
which has been taking place in industry 
during the last fifty or sixty years, and that 
the more efficient machinery of today 
should mean that less work than before 
need be done to achieve the same. result. 
Against those arguments, however, there 
are others, which are advanced strongly by 
the employers. Their instinctive distrust 
of the plan can be understood, especially 
at the present moment. At the best of 
times to reduce the hours of work while

Railway Reforms 


Although the weather of the last week 
or so would not suggest it, the tourist 
season is upon us, and within another few 


| weeks most of us who can afford to take a 


holiday at all will be maturing our plans. 
We are reminded of the imminence of 
vacation time by the announcement that 
the London, Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way Company is making extensive 
alterations in its time-tables to cope with 
the additional passenger traffic which it 
expects to obtain during the summer 
months. As from July 8th the company’s 
services all over the country wiil be 
extended and accelerated. The journey 
between London and _ Blackpool, for 
example, will be shortened by thirty-three 
minutes. Cross-country services will be 
improved enormously; the number and 
speed of Sunday trains will be increased, 
and an effort will be made to reduce junc- 
tion waits to an absolute minimum. From 
July. 27th until September 7th an addi- 
tional steamer will be run from Dun 
Laoghaire to Holyhead every day, except 
Sunday, at noon, and on Sundays the 
morning mail boat will be restored, Al! 
these changes will make for greater speed, 
greater comfort and greater efficiency on 
the British railways, We wonder if the 
Irish railways are making similar plans? 
One of the greatest complaints that visitors 
to this country have to make is that the 
train services, particularly in the rural 
areas, are far too slow, that they rarely 
run to time, and that they very often run 
at awkward hours. We how that during 
the present summer a determined effort 
will be made by the companies to get rid 
of this reproach. We realise that their 
finances are in a.bad way; but they will 
become worse unless services are improved. 
On the main lines conditions are reason- 
ably good—in some cases, indeed, they are 
excellent—but the branch lines must make 
a deplorable impression on the stranger. 
With the expenditure of a little money 
and a reasonable amount of thought, 
there is no doubt that travelling condi- 
tions could be improved out of all 
recognition in this country ; and we make 
bold to suggest to the railway companies 
that they should take their courage in 
both hands this year and inaugurate an 
extensive campaign of reform,

Whether the Chinese Central Government 
will submit to the latest dewfands of the 
Japanese military authorities, or will 
make a stand, is the subject of grave de- 
liberations proceeding at Nanking. 

General Ho Ying-Chin, the Chinese 
Minister of War, has arrived there from 
Peking to confer with the other members 
of the Government. Should, Nanking, 
and in particulay ral Chiang Kai- 
Shek, the C der-in-Chief of the 
Chinese Armies, and the strongest man 
in the Government, not once more comply, 
all the news reaching the Press Association 
from correspondents in Peking, Tientsin 
and Tokio indicates that Japanese land 
and air forces will take strong action. 

Japan has a substantial force at 
Tientsin, where she and some of the other 
great Powers have we & garrison since 
the Boxer troubles. She also has various 
warships at that centre. 


FORMIDABLE ARMY 


Further north along the Great Wall 
that now constitutes the frontier between 
Manchukuo and China proper, Japan 
has a formidable land army and air force 
that is undoubtedly being held ready for 
all emergencies. 

Actually, part of this army advanced 
to a point very close to the old Chinese 
capital “of ' Peking, or Peiping, in the 
earlier fighting that was brought to a 
close by the Tangku truce, under which a 
large region was demilitarised. 

There is no reason to suppose that now, 
any more than in the earlier fighting, 
China is in a position to offer really 
serious resistance. It is, therefore, diffi- 
cult to imagine that Nanking can do other 
than once more acquiesce in the demands 
made upon them. 

That midnight last night was fixed bv 
the Japanese as a time-limit by which 
theit demands must be accepted, is now 
denied by high Chinese officials in 
Peking. ‘They, however, take the gloomiest 
view. of the situation. 


DEMANDS REJECTED 


Peiping, Thursday—‘‘ General Ho Ying- 
chin rejected the new Japanese because 
they are beyond the possibility of accept- 
ance,’ was the statement made to the 
Press Association in Chinese official circles 
here to-day. The demands were presented 
by Colonel Takahasi, the Assistant 
Japanese Military Attaché, who, it is sug- 
gested, acted without authority from his 
superiors. Various Japanese sources are 
in consequence strenuously minimising the 
seriousness of the situation without 
specifically repudiating the demands. 

It is confirmed to-night that it was the 
final Japanese demand that drove General 
Ho Ying-chin (the War Minister) from

The Times, concluding a leading article 
to-day, says:—There are parts of the 
Treaty of Versailles which it is best to 
forget about, just as the Prince of Wales 
said the other day that “we ex-Service 
men had forgotten all about the War.” 
As a whole, the“ Treaty still stands, just 
as the War remains an imperishable 
memory to all who took part in it; but 
with the passage of time both are seen 
in very different perspective. The juridical] 
validity of the Treaty cannot be ter- 
minated, except by the act of all the 
signatories; but those parts of it which 
were not meant to be permanent in their 
original form, and which it has not been 
possible to, re-shape by common agreement, 
must simply be left lying in ruins, while 
new agreements are built alongside by 
those countries which can agree how to 
fashion them. Similarly, the Prince’s 
declaration was not an act of State, but 
an act of common humanity and of 
common-sense. The inclination to come 
to good terms with Germanv again dovs 
not denote the cooling of British friend- 
ship elsewhere, but it does imply that 
Great. Britain thinks that it is time for 
all European countries to settle down as 
good neighbours, and to live no more as 
past or future enemies. 

A little more of this spirit of under- 
standing should make it possible to, carry 
out the further suggestions of Herr Hitler, 
who, in his speech last. month, not only 
accepted the proposed discussion of a 
Naval Agreement and of an Air Pact, but 
also declared that he was ready to do away 
with the heaviest weapons which are suit- 
able for aggressive action on land, such 
as guns and tanks of the largest sizes. 
Taken together with the elaborate defen- 
sive preparations made by France along 
her frontier, the acceptance of this pro- 
posal would surely afford her a very 
valuable additional sense of security.

REPLY TO OPPOSITION’S 
"CRITICISM 


EXAMINED 


FIRM REFUSAL TO REGARD IT 


/AS BINDING 


PRESIDENT DE VALERA was the principal speaker at a very largely 
attended meeting, at Dun Laoghaire last night, in support of Mr. 1. 
Mullen, Fianna Fail candidate for County Dublin. 


His address was a reasoned reply to the Opposition’s criticism of his 
land annuities policy, and to the British claims. | 


In this connection, he discussed the documents of |!2th February, 
1923, and 19th March, 1926, and the secrecy with which they were sur- 
rounded, despite the fact that Ireland under them had given back to Britain 
the ‘‘gift’’ of the annuities made by the Act of 1920. 


Now the British Government claimed that this agreement, hidden 
away from the Free State people and Parliament, was a document bind- 
ing im law and honour. | 


It will never, Mr. de Valera said, be so regarded by our people. 


With regard:to Britain’s claim, he replied that a British Commission 
had found that Ireland during the eighteenth century had been over-taxed 
by at’least two and three-quarter millions a year. 


Were they taking, then, a mean advantage, were they using the law 
to defeat justice, when they insisted on the full measure of their rights 
under the law in this matter? 


TWO DOCUMENTS EXAMINED 
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tends that this agreement, thus hidden 
away from our people and Parliament, is, 
forsooth, a document binding in law and 
in honour. Well then, our answer is—it 
will never be so regarded: by our people. 
Are we to admit that responsible Govern- 
ment can.be made a farce of in this way? 
Are we to admit that administrative agree- 
| ments, signed behind the backs of people 
and Parliament; can abrogate and set 
aside formal agreements expressly entered 
into on behalf of their Governments, and 
so signed later formally approved and 
ratified by Parliament and by Acts of the 
Legislature? I hope not. And, fortu- 
nately. international custom backs up 
common-sense in this matter. i 
We are further fortified by the fact that, 
on the 26th February, 1926, a week or so 
before the “ Heads of the Ultimate 
Financial Settlement ’’ were signed, Dail 
Eireann passed a resolution explicitly 
recognising ‘‘ that Saorstat Eireann cannot 
be committed to, or bound by, any agree- 
ment with an external Government with- 
out the prior sanction and consent of the 
Dail.” That is our answer to Mr. Thomas 
on the supposed validity of the two secret 
agreements. fore I leave them com- 
pletely I should mention that the counsel 
who gave their opinion on the annuities 
questions before the 1932 elections said of 
the document of March, 1926,. on which 
Mr. Thomas places such reliance : 
‘* Clauses 1 and 2 of the Heads 
of the Financial Settlement have 
no relation to, nor are they any 
authority for, such payment.” 
You will remember that the document of 
February, 1923, was not adverted to by 
them at all. 


OVER-TAXATION 

Continuing, Mr. de Valera said: In the : 
matter of over-taxation alone, we were Fá 
robbed bv the British Imperial Parlia- ic 
ment in the nineteenth century of a sum = 
exceeding many times either the total value | 
of the money advanced for land purchase 
or the capital value of the annuities ab . 
the present date. A British Commission . 
appointed by the British Parliament . 
found that we were being over-taxed by 
at least two and three-quarter million 
pounds a year. Lord MacDonnell, not a 
member of Fianna Fail or of Sinn Fein, 
remember, but a British administrator in 
Ireland, in his evidence before the Prim- . 
rose Committee in 1911 computed that 
Ireland was at that time already owed a 
sum of over £350,000,000 by Britain on 
the foot of over-taxation. 

In the White Paper memorandum 
officially issued, outlining and explaining 
the financial provisions of the Act of 1920, 
the following appeared :— 

““ In addition to these revenues, the bill 
places a new source of income at the dis- 
posal of the Irish Parliaments. The 
annuities payable by the tenants who have St Ba 
purchased their holdings under the Land RÍ oe 
Purchase Acts, by way of interest and mhil ó 
sinking fund on the purchase money, 
amount to about £3,262,000. These 
annuities are at present collected by the 
Trish Land Commissioners. Under the bill 
(Clause 24) the annuities will be collected 
by the Irish Governments, but will not be 
handed over to the Imperial Exchequer. 
They will be retained and paid into the 
Irish Exchequers, while the Imperial Ex- 
chequer will assume the liability of making 
equivalent payments into the funds out of 
which the interest and sinking fund on the 
stock are paid. This free gift includes not i 
only existing annuities, but those in re- a 
spect of all sales already agreed upon, ae 
although not actually concluded.”’

Mr. de Valera’s speech was a reply to 
the Opposition’s criticism on the subject 
of the land annuities. The question, he 
said, was of outstanding importance. 
Having recapituated his speech delivered 
at. Rathmines on the 7th inst., he stated 
that the British Government based their 
claim on the document signed on Feb- 
ruary 12th, 1923, and on that called the 
‘ Heads of the Ultimate Financial Settie- 
ment,’’ signed on 19th March, 1926. He 
would deal with them im order. 

Mr. de Valera went on to say that the 
first document was signed on 12th Feb- 
ruary, 1923, by . Mr. Cosgrave and by 
Major Hills, Secretary of the British 
Treasury, H first saw the light as a whole 
in April, 1932, following Mr, Thomas's 
despatch of April 9th, 1032, ‘‘ when )t 
was found and published by us.” They 
might think that this long concealment 
was merely accidental. He thought that 
he could prove that such was not the 
case—that it was the result of a deliberate 
policy on the part of the previous 
Administration. 

On January 6th, 1925, practically two 
years after the document was signed, the 
former Minister for. Agriculture (Mr. 
Hogan) wrote to the Department of 
Finance about it. The Financial Secre- 
tary of the British Treasury had made a 
reference to it, and Mr, Hogan pointed 
out that the full text would be asked for 
in the Dail, expressed the view that they 
would not be able to resist the demand, 
and suggested that, as the docu- 
ment was marked “ Secret,” the con- 
sent of the British Government to its pub- 
lication should be obtained immediately. 
| A month later a. reply was sent stating 
that the Minister for Finance (Mr. Blythe) 
considered it was undesirable to publish 
the text of the agreement, and that accord- 
ingly no steps were being taken to invite 
the British Government to consent to its 
publication. | 

THE QUESTION OF 
PUBLICATION 

Some months later, however—in July of 
that year—the British Dominions Offi:2 
was anxidus for publication on its own 
account, It was thought that the British 
Attorney-General might require it in con- 
nection with a certain case then pending. 
The permission of the Irish Government 
to publish was requested. The Irish 
Government am by telegraph three 
days later: ‘‘ We cannot at was agree 
to publish the entire body of agreements.

As late even as February 3rd, 1926, the 
Government were still unwilling to be 
frank with the Dail, and give the deputies 
the text of the document. 

The previous Administration, to bolster 
up their case in preparation for the elec- 
tions of 1932, then pendiny, secured 
through their Attorney-General the 
opinion of a number of counsel. All the 
relevant facts and documents were sup- 
posed to have been presented to them, but | 
neither in the opinion which the counsel 
gave, nor in the documents mentioned as 
having been placed before them, is there 
a single reference to this document of 
February 12th, 1923—this precious agree-

THE SECOND DOCUMENT 


The second document, said Mr. de 
Valera, was signed on the 19th March, 
1926. It was only revealed some nine 
months later.

The Executive Committee of the Civil 
Service Clerical Association met at 30

At» the conclusion of the meeting Mr. A. 
Heron (General Secretary) stated that the 
Exeeutive had under consideration the draft 
proposals for arbitration issued by the 
Department of Finance, anid had decided that 
it was. not ible for the Association to 
accept the scheme in its present form. 

Mr. Heron added that the Association pro- 
pe to consult with the Irish Post Office 
Vorkers’ Union with regard to the next 
move. This ‘consultation would take place 
as soon as the Post Office Workers’ Execu- 
tive met tc consider the proposals. It is 
understood that the Post Office Workers’, 
meeting will take place early next week. 


FEDERATION'S. VIEWS 


The Civil Service Federation: last night 
issued the following statement :— 

"' At. its meeting to-night the Executive 
Committee of the Civil Bervice--Fedepation 
unanimoysiy decided that the scheme of con- 
ciliation and arbitration in the Civil Service 
issued by the Government on the 8th inst 
was unacceptable. It was noted that in all 
essential features the scheme was identical 
with *#the proposals made in the “interim 
report of the Brenrvan Commission, which, 
in July last, the Federation notified the 
Minister for Figance that 4¢ was not prepared 
to discuss. The meeting also observed that 
the acheme was. obvio Inconsistent with 
the statement Mr. Mackntee made in the 
Dail on the ilth imst:—that. the Government 
intended to establish an arbitration board 
for the purpose of having decided questions 
relating to the conditions of employment of 
civil servants which could not be ‘settled by 
agreement with the Civil Service. organisa- 
tion. 

‘* No provision ia made under the scheme 
for having conditions of employment in the 
Civil Seryicé settled by agreement with the 
Service organisation While it 1s contem- 
plated that the Minister for Finance might 
in special circumstances permit direct access 
to. his Department, in the ordinary course 
the staff are to be allowec merely an “- 
tunity of representing their views to their 
official superiors, on the lines of the old 
Representative Council machinery. Further, 
the so-called Arbitration 
would not be ‘in a position to decide matters 
which might be referred to it, as it is stipu- 
lated that the decision would continue to rest 
with the Executive Council, which would re- 
view, and m.ght refuse to adopt. the Board's 
findings The Minister for. Finance, it is 
also provided, could refuse to allow any issue 
to be submitted to the Board,”’

school éxaminations hitherto in operation and 
to. replace is during 1936 by a new schenie 


committee of experts appoin I 
Minister. “This was announced to-d ) 
the áist annual Congress of the Iris Techni- 
cal Education Association was umed at 
the Technical Schools, Wexford. 

The announcement was made 
Burke, B.Comm., who  repr the 
Department of Education at the ‘Congress. 
He explained that the system of examina- 
tions which was being superseded had been 
in operation since 1913. It provided for 
gtaged examinations over a period of four 
Years m courses relating to the building 
trades, electrical, mechanical and motor car 
engineering, . applied chemistry, Commerce, 
domestic economy and art. = 


THE OLD SYSTEM 


Its main features had been the compulsory 
grouping of subjects in each year of a course 
and the necessity of completing the examina- 
tions in an’ group in order to be eligible for 
admission to the examinations of the next 
year’s group of any course.. While: it) had 
served the purpose of an academic test cf 
progress for students who. were in a position 
to follow out a course from start to finish, 
experience had proved that it had been defec- 
tive as a ready means of _ testing 
actual technical ‘attainment, and. that 
if offered little attraction to students 
who had but limited time and facilities 
for. attendance at — technical 
or to those who were anxious to obtain 


subjects at an early stage in the course of 
their employment. As a system it had béen 
academic ‘rather than. practical, and had not 
been framed with due regard to occupational 
requirements. : 
(“The new scheme,” said Dr. Burke, “is 
designed to remedy these defects, and at the 
same time to form the basis for a complete 
revision of the programme followed ín schools 
and -classes conducted under committees of 
vocational education. Based essentially on 
eccupational requirements, it should have the 
effect of making the -vork-of these ‘committees 
more conformable to the practical needs of 
their students; and. also ‘of’ establishing 
between the technical school and industry an 


prove of distinct benefit to both. Exaspina- 
tions are provided under the new scheme in 
all the courses which were included in the 
old system; and in addition there are exami: 
nations. in farriery, and in magnetism and 
electricity, telegFaphy: and telephony fer

FOR BUILDING TRADES 


Two types of courses were provided under 
the new scheme for the more technical groups 
relating to building traces and engineering 
subjects—namely, a trade certificate course 
end a technological certificate course, The 
former. provided. for junior and senior 
trade tests, denoting in the senior stage 
the attainment of a standard of skill 
normally to.be exnected at the completion of 
Apprenticeship. The technological . certificate 
courses provided for written tests in three 
stages—-elementary, intermediate and .ad- 
vanced, any of which could be taken accord- 
ne to the -eandidate’s standard and abilitv— 
avid’ denoted im the advanced stage the attain- 
ment of a) standard of :technological know. 
ledge suited to the needs of works managers, 
envineers, dexigners, etc. 

ith regard to commerce, two occupational 
groups of examinations were to be provided, 
together with a special group of examinations 
in. commercial languages, with ‘elementary. 
intermediate and advanced stages in ‘each 
group. 

in the case of domestic economy, it had 
been decided to concentrate on practical 
examinations in cookery . (three stages), 
needlework and laundrywork. Single-subjeet 
certificates ‘would be issued in connection 
with these examinations, and examinations 
also would he held for a group. certificate m 
housecraft, in which, in. addition to practical 
teats in four subjects, there would be written 
tests in cookéfv and household management 
and first aid, . These pentihceges would he: of 
immécrate value fo those seeking em t 
in institutions, hcetels. restaurants, ete., arid 
would be a ‘valuable. initial qualification for 
those whu | to take*spectal courses of 
domestic traimn for higher positions. 

In the cise of art, the original course had 
been remodelled to conform, with the. general! 
principle of having three stages of examina- 
tions—elementary, intermediate, and ad- 
vanced, The sabject arrangement had been 
simplified, and greater prominence had been 
given to pictorial and industrial design. 


FARBIERY: 


The farriery examnations would consist of 
junior and senior trade tests, the former of 
a standard suited to those who were near- 
ing the completion of their apprenticeship, 
and the latter of a standard suited to shoeing 
smiths of experience. 

The examination in magnetism and elec- 
trigity, telegraphy and . telephony were 
specially designed to suit the requirements of 
certain classes of Post. Office employés. 

Mr. P. J, O'Reilly (Tipperary, 5.R.) pro- 
posed “That the Congress. cordially welcome 
the new scheme snd promise it their fall 
support.” He believed that the effect of 
the new scheme would be to give greater en- 
couragement to the evening classes. It was 
the wish of the Department of Education 
that students who were not engaged in occu- 

tions should not be admitted to exainina- 
jons under; the new system. '
